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The Field Trip

The Electrical Engineering students at the University of Wis- 
consin took two field trips each year. The junior class went to 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin and the senior students went to Chicago, 
Illinois. Besides being very educational the trips were a pleasant 
break. 

Often, there were incidents that were not planned by the pro- 
fessors or the host managers. One year after a good lunch, the 
students visited a large electric power plant. All went well while the 
students were exploring the facility. It was when the plant engineer 
invited the group to an educational lecture complete with a lot of 
slides. About five minutes into the lecture about 90% of the stu- 
dents fell asleep. The darkened room, the ample lunch and the 
night before probably were to blame. The room ventilation also 
could have been a factor. 

The field trip in one of the years just after the World War II had 
an incident that occurred in the visit co WTM]J FM, the Milwaukee 
Journal station. Frequency modulation was an interesting new con- 
cept. Students and faculty members alike were anxious to visit an 
FM station. The visit was going along well until some one noticed 
that the station was carrying a program normally identified with 
WGN which was owned by the Chicago Tribune, 

The telephone line from the studio to the FM station wasn’t 
completed. A radio receiver tuned to receive WT MJ; the Milwau- 
kee Journal ‘s AM station was modulating the FM station. One of 
the students noticed the radio, didn’t like the program and tuned 
the radio to WGN. The station management was upset. The 
obvious action that the faculty advisors decided to take was to leave 
as soon as the group could be gathered. 

As the bus left the parking lot it pulled down the antenna on 
which the radio receiver was getting WTMJ. 

This incident probably was forgotten by some and embel- 
lished by others. I still have a vivid memory of it because I was one 
of the professors.

Many, 
Hams benefited from his extensive knowledge in electron- 
ics and he was always ready and willing to help. 
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Lew “Mac” McCoy W1ICP 
Silent Key 


Amateur Radio legend and former ARRL Headquarters staff 
member Lew “Mac” McCoy W1ICP, of Mesa, Arizona, died July 
31 following a lengthy illness. He was 84. 

Asa member of the ARRL Headquarters staff from 1949 until 
1978, McCoy gained a national and international reputation pri- 
marily for his articles in QST and his early work to combat 
interference. “He became a hero of all the Novices and beginners 
because his stuff was so down to earth and easy to read, “ said retired) 
ARRL Communications Manager George Hart W1NJM, a good 
friend. 

ARRL Executive Vice President David Sumner K1ZZ, de- 
scribed McCoy as “one of a kind” and “versatile. “ Sumner said 
McCoy “left his mark on future generations of amateurs as QST’s 
‘Beginner and Novice’ editor. “ When FM repeaters came along, 
Sumner said, McCoy made it his mission to educate his ARRL 
colleagues about their potential. 

An ARRL Life Member, McCoy was first licensed as W9FHZ) 
and later became WOICP. He arrived at ARRL Headquarters in 
1949 to fill the job of assistant communications manager for phone. 
He went on to work in the Technical Department where he was able' 
to take advantage of his ability to explain technical concepts in 
simple terms. 

McCoy earned a reputation as a tireless traveler and goodwill 
ambassador for Amateur Radio. He first started hitting the road in 
the early 1950s after TVI had become troublesome for amateurs 
and soon became the League’s TVI expert. McCoy toured the coun- 
try demonstrating TVI cures for hams and TV service personnel 
alike. 

ARRL Lab Supervisor Ed Hare, W1RFI, credited McCoy with 
providing the foundation for the ARRL’s current RFI expertise in 
helping hams to deal with interference to consumer equipment and 
interference to hams from other sources. McCoy also was well known 
for one of his projects, “The Ultimate Transmatch,” an antennal 
tuner he described in a July 1970 QST article. 

After leaving the ARRL Headquarters staff, McCoy continued) 
as a QST contributing editor. He subsequently was a major con- 
tributor to other Amateur Radio publications, including CQ. 

During his active years on the air, McCoy was an avid DXe 
with more than 300 countries confirmed. More recently, he was 
active in the Quarter Century Wireless Association, had served as 
QCWA president and a board member and had just been elected 
again to the QCWA’s Board of Directors, something his daughters 
never got to tell him before he died. 

McCoy’s first wife, Martha, died in 1998. Survivors include 
his wife, Clara Gibbs McCoy, and his daughters, Marsha Ashurs 
WW1HAQ, and Sharon Armann, ex-WN1GQR, as well as grand- 
children and great-grandchildren. 

In accordance with McCoy’s wishes, there will be no funeral. 
The family is planning a memorial service for McCoy in early De- 
cember. 

In lieu of flowers, the family is requesting memorial donations 
in Lew McCoy’s name to Hospice of the Valley, 1510 E Flower St, 
Phoenix, AZ 85014-5656.

GOLDWATER K7UGA CALL SIGN RE-ISSUED 


The famous K7UGA call sign formerly held by the late US 
Sen. Barry Goldwater has been re-issued to his club, the Central 
Arizona DX Association. The FCC granted CADXA’s request for 
K7UGA on October 24. 

The call sign came up for grabs this fall after the mandatory 
two-year waiting period following the cancellation of Goldwater's 
amateur license ended. Goldwater died May 29, 1998. CADXA 
President Gary Capek, K8BN, says the club, which traded its N7K] 
club station call sign for K7UGA, plans to keep the call sign active. 

Goldwater's family has donated his amateur equipment, memo- 
rabilia and furnishings to the Arizona Historical Society’s museum 
in Tempe, Capek says he’s met with representatives of the mu- 
seum—which plans to reconstruct Goldwater’s ham shack as an 


exhibit—and says CADXA will cooperate in making the call sign 
available for special events at the museum. 

The Goldwater ham shack exhibit still is in the planning stages, 
and the museum has been soliciting donations from the amateur 
community to construct the exhibir. 

“T have agreed to work with them when they begin to install 
the old Goldwater shack items in the next year,” Capek said. 

The K7UGA station equipment and console were removed 
last May from the Goldwater home in Paradise Valley, Arizona, 
which has been sold. Goldwater's station and massive antenna sys- 
tem were used to complete thousands of phone patch messages for 
troops during the Vietnam War.

I hope that everyone is enjoying the great conditions we're 
experiencing! 

Obviously, we’re all thinking “it’s now or never,” and there is 
some truth in that comment. But let’s all remember that the “peak” 
of a sunspot cycle is something that is attained after a rapid run-up, 
and the descent from the peak is a gradual path, one thar will bring 
us several years of great DX opportunities. 

Still, let’s be sure not to miss the opportunities which uniquely 
present themselves at these times. Be looking for every possible DX 
path on six and ten meters, as these will be at there very best over 
the next year. Look especially for 10-meter long-path openings be- 
tween North America and Africa/Middle East, and between Eu- 
rope and the Pacific regions. If ten isa little punk on a given day, try 
12 and 15 meters, as they may be near the MUF (Maximum Us- 
able Frequency), where signals often display a sharp peak. 

Many of you have observed “outlaw” stations on ten meters 
when the band is open. The only reason these bandits are in our 
bands is because we are not! If you’re not hearing any DX, get on 
and call CQ. If you don’t get an answer, call CQ again, and again if 
necessary. The best defense for our bands is a good offense, and a 
bunch of Hams making QSOs is the best way to maintain control of 
our bands,

Thinking About Your DX Antenna(s) 

Many of us are moving to a new location, and are pondering 
what kind of antenna to put up. Here at the peak of the sunspot 
cycle, there are a number of very interesting considerations. 

For example, do I want to put up a long-boom Yagi to filter out 
the added QRM? Should I erect a higher tower than last time (which 
is more difficult if the big Yagi is to go atop it!)? Or are there other, 
propagation-related considerations that come into play? Should I 
significantly modify my plans in view of the high sunspot num- 

rs? 

In my opinion, there are many interesting opportunities, and 
maybe one of the following scenarios fits into your situation. 

Consider, for example, the situation fora DXer located in Eu- 
rope. It isa trivial matter to work DX in Africa and much of Asia, 
but some of the closer-in countries (i.e. other Europeans) have been 
almost impossible to work on the higher bands. Why? With low 
sunspot numbers, the high bands tend to propagate signals arriving 
at very low, grazing angles. The first hop may land 2000 km away 
under these circumstances. But with high sunspot numbers, the 
ionosphere is more thoroughly energized, and the result is that 
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signals arriving at a higher angle of incidence may be refracted. 
Higher angles mean shorter skip distances, and this presents a chance 
to fill in those missing countries that may be close to your location. 

But wait! You need to put up an antenna that will excite these 
higher angles, so as to put your signal where you want it. High 
angles are produced by lower heights (for single antennas), and if 
you need to excite these high angles you may actually wish to con- 
sider a lower antenna for a few years! 

If you havea big array, like a stack of two Yagis, you won't want 
to change the height; just change the feeding method! By feeding 
these antennas 180° out of phase (instead of in-phase), you will get 
radiation at much higher angles, and this will solve your problem of 
working those hard-to-get close-in countries. 

Another consideration at this point of the sunspot cycle is the 
fact that bands may be open over a wide range of azimuth angles at 
a given time. For example, from my location here in California, 
there have been a number of days recently when ten meters has 
been open to India (a heading of about 340°), to Europe (centered 
on 30°), and South Africa (about 90°), all at once! What to do? 

A good way to compensate, at least partially, is to use an an- 
tenna with a wide frontal lobe, and the best rear rejection possible. 
Designs like the Moxon Rectangle, described in earlier columns, are 
ideal in this regard. They may be 6 dB down froma long Yagi, but 
remember that the ionosphere is making you a lot louder than you 
were four years ago, and you may not need that gain as much. With 
the wider azimuth coverage of a two-element beam, you may find 
that you're getting more responses to your CQs, as DX stations over 
a wider range of angles will be able to hear you. In my case, I have a 
six-element Yagi on 10 meters, and when I turn the beam to work a 
VU2, stations in southern Europe basically disappear! 

Another aspect of a small (two-element) beam: if you are con- 
sidering putting up a mast, but don’t have the capability to put up 
a particularly robust one, the small beam can be put higher than can 
along-boom design. If you're in North America and are looking for 
those elusive Long-Path QSOs, an extra twenty feet of height can 
be the difference between hearing the DX and not. I would always 
want to have by 28 MHz Yagi at 50 feet instead of 30 feet, unless I 
was looking for the close-in contacts mentioned earlier. It all de- 
pends on one’s needs and objectives. 

Finally, we need to consider flexibility. 

At this point of the sunspot cycle, there may be a lot of bands 
open at any given time. Even in the evening, you could reasonable 
expect to have good DX conditions on 20, 17, 15, 12, and 10 
meters at the same time. That’s a lot of band coverage to try to 
arrange using monoband Yagis. 
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Thinking once more about how the improved ionization is 
producing higher signal levels, this is an idea time to be using a 
broadband directive antenna like a log-periodic. With gain some- 
where between that ofa two-element and a three-element Yagi, but 
over a very wide frequency range, a log-periodic can help you move 
from band to band instantly, without even throwing a coax switch! 
The log-periodic antenna, which utilizes active element areas for 
several bands on a single boom, will provide more gain on more 
bands than any other design that I’m aware of. A stack of logs may 
provide gain approaching that of the long monoband Yagi you may 
have used in the past, with the added advantage of providing that 
gain on five or six bands at once! 

And if you are compelled to use trees and other features of 
nature to support your antenna system, don’t despair! Spend a few 
minutes with your favorite antenna design software, looking at pat- 
terns for flat-top antennas of various lengths, and work up a design 
that will put lobes where you want them! A clover-leaf pattern, 
with 3 dB of gain in each “leaf” of the pattern, will be a very 
effective DX antenna! Such flat-top antennas can be built very 
inexpensively; fed with open-wire lone and a balanced antenna 
tuner, they are both efficient and easy to replace after a wind storm! 
They have stood the test of time, and are highly recommended. 

So if you're working up a new antenna system, consider the 
propagation we'll have for the next few years. Choose your antenna’s 
height to optimize the take-off angle, and keep in mind the number 
of bands and the azimuth pattern you want on those bands. A little 
time spent in planning will pay rich dividends in the DX you work! 
The Essence of DX 

“DX” means many things to different people. To a newcomer 
to Ham Radio, “DX” may be working someone 100 km away. To a 
VHF Dxer, it might be someone just beyond the horizon. To a 50- 
year veteran of HF operation, “DX” may only apply to something 
that hasn’t been heard since the last sunspot peak. 

The point is that DX is magic to us all, and we should respect 
and rejoice in the enjoyment that other Hams get in working their 
DX. At your next club meeting, get up and share your DX experi- 
ences with others. It will prompt someone else to get up and con- 
tribute reports of his or her own. Then someone else will get up, and 
before long you'll discover just how many others have the same 
interests you do.

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Phase 3D Launch this Fall, Amateur Radio on the Interna- 
tional Space Station, “Arrows and Easy Sats,” and “Talking to a 
Parrot” 


INTRODUCTION - 


First I must apologize for missing the last two issues with this 
column. I don’t have an excuse other than the old “too busy.” 
These are exciting and busy times in the Amateur Satellite world. 
Great strides have been made this year getting Phase 3D ready for 
launch. By the time you read this, it will be in orbit. In November, 
we will have the first resident crew on board the International Space 
Station. Amateur Radio is already there waiting for this crew. QCWA 
members use the popular “Arrow Antenna” to do “Easy Sat” demos. 
Last but not least, the SUNSAT Parrot is used as a demo for school 
kids, 

Phase 3D Launch - 

As 1999 came to a close, the finishing touches were put on 
Phase 3D in Orlando, FL. Early in 2000, it was shipped by air 
from the United States to Kourou, French Guiana, via Paris, France. 
At the time of shipment, we were guaranteed a launch, but not a 
launch date. Several anxious months went by before things started 
“firming up.” Finally, in August, we were told that our ride would 
be on AR 507 in October. A crew was deployed to Kourou in early 
September to complete all of the necessary preparations for a launch. 
As it now stands (mid October), launch is scheduled for 14 No- 
vember 2000, and all preparations are done except final stacking, 
with the other payloads, on the Ariane V launcher. By the time this 
edition of rhe QCWA Journal hits the street, Phase 3D should be in 
orbit. 

A successful launch will certainly be a major milestone; how- 
ever, many other tasks remain before Phase 3D is finally placed in 
full operation. A series of “burns” must be accomplished with both 
propulsion systems to move Phase 3D from the Geosynchronous 
Transfer Orbit the launcher will leave it in to the final modified 
Molynia orbit desired. During most of this time, the satellite will be 
“spin stabilized” and controlled by Magna Torquing against the 
Earth’s Magnetic Field. There may be some operation allowed dur- 
ing this time, but conditions will be far from ideal. A curious 
operator will have more fun during this time following the satellite 
telemetry to monitor Phase 3D’s progress towards reaching the final 
orbit. Predictions are that it will take nearly a year to reach the final 
orbit. Stay tuned to the AMSAT News Service for progress reports 
and operating information. Ifyou have Internet service, go to the 
AMSAT Web Page <http://www.amsat.org> for up-to-date infor- 
mation including photos. 

Amateur Radio on the International Space 
Station (ARISS) - 

Progress has been slow getting ARISS on line. Delays in release 
of major parts of the International Space Station (ISS) caused its 
deployment to drag out. A major milestone was reached this Sum- 
mer when the Russian built Service Module was finally installed, 
providing crew quarters. More Space Shuttle missions and Russian 
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Progress Supply Ship missions have taken place since and ISS will 
be ready for the first crew in early November. The crew will deploy 
via a Russian Rocket on October 30, 2000. The initial Amateur 
Radio gear is already on board awaiting the first crew and their 
Amateur Radio Licenses. As time goes on, more gear will arrive in 
preparation for a full time Amateur Radio presence on the ISS. The 
popular SAREX operations on the Shuttle and Mir are only pre- 
ludes to the operations planned for ISS. 

“Arrows and Easy Sats” - 

In March, 2000, I again accompanied Roger Ley, WA9PZL, to 
one of our favorite Hamfests in Cajun Country, Lafayette, LA. Roger 
hails from the Shreveport/Bossier City, LA, chapter of QCWA and 
I represent the Fort Worth, TX, chapter. On this trip, we both 
represented AMSAT as usual. One of our favorite activities at this

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Hamfest is eating, but we did find time to do several Satellite Demos 
utilizing a dual band HT and the popular Arrow Antenna. As you 
can tell from the pictures, this antenna comes complete with Azi- 
muth, Elevation, and Polarization drives enabling it to do a fantastic 
job on the satellites. Obviously the drives work much better when 
fueled with Cajun Food. These popular demos are easier than ever 
now that we have three satellites to pick from, AO-27, UO-14, and 
SO-35. 

In case you aren’t familiar with the Arrow Antenna, it gets it’s 
name from the Aluminum Arrow Shafts utilized for elements. It 
has three elements on two meters and seven elements on seventy 
centimeters and includes a Diplexer in the handle. 

“Talking to a Parrot” - 

March 2000 was a busy month. Ray Hoad, WA5QGD, and 
yours truly participated in a “Space Day” activity at the Riverside 
Applied Learning Center in Fort Worth. Ray did most of the class- 
room duties (four sessions) and we worked together on “Operation 
Parrot.” 

In case you are not familiar with “Operation Parrot,” it is a 
simplex repeater that automatically records for ten seconds and then 
plays back for ten seconds in a repetitive chain. For this event, we 
had scheduled the use of the SUNSAT Parrot on board the SUNSAT 
Satellite (SO-35) for one pass on the morning of “Space Day.” The 
Parrot is one of many payloads on this satellite from South Africa. 
More details regarding this fascinating satellite are available at <http:/ 
/sunsat.ee.sun.ac.za>. Many thanks to the crew at the University of 
Stellenbosh for providing such a good tool and making it available 
to educational opportunities like this one. 

With the help of teacher and parents, Ray lined up the kids in 
the Gymnasium with his Yaesu FT-847 while I operated the an- 
tenna outdoors in the teeth ofan approaching Thunderstorm. When 
SO-35 came over the horizon, Ray got the kids in sync with the 
record/playback cycles and let one kid state his/her name, class, 
school, and teachers name. Then, during the playback, he would 
get the next kid ready to talk. This process worked well and we 
managed to get 25 kids through the process on a twelve-minute 
pass. Needless to say, the kids were excited when they heard their 
own voice come back from Space. 

Due to the Laws of Physics and Orbital Mechanics, we were 
only able to do one live SO-35 pass during the scheduled day, so we 
had to try something else for the other three classes of kids. To 
simulate the SO-35 Parrot, we set up a Radio Shack Simplex Re- 
peater controller with an Icom [C-2AT in another room and “made 
believe” we had three other satellite passes. The deception worked 
well. 

Summary - 

Over the next year, join the fun getting Phase 3D into it’s final 
orbit and fully operational. Get ready to use ARISS for fun and 
education. It will be the best tool so far to work with the kids. 
Participate in Hamfest activities for the good of AMSAT and QCWA. 
Finally, use your spare time to take the exciting world of Amateur 
Radio Satellites to school for the good of our youth.

I wonder how many caught the error in Eighty Years - Earl

WB2EJT refer to the Continental clickety-clack of the sounders. 
Sorry, it was American Morse Code, not the Continental or Interna- 
tional code that was used by US and Canadian Railroads, and West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co., as well as by telephone companies. Postal 


telegraphers employed the Continental code. Nuff said. 
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Last year at this time, we were contemplating 
our imminent demise as a result of all the computers 
in the world exploding at the stroke of midnight 
December 31st. I’m beginning to feel pretty sure we 
made it through Y2K with few disruptions. But we 
are faced with another difficult dilemma entering 

2001. Is it the new millennium or not?

Consequently, the Third Millennium 
does not begin until January 1, 2001 AD. 

This piqued my curiosity. Can you imagine what the calendars 
looked like in the Year 0001? Also, I was wondering if checks had the 
00 preprinted on them like today where you only have to fill in the last 
two numbers. I guess a lot of questions will go unanswered but here are 
some interesting facts about the year 1.

Chances are the people didn’t get an extra day’s vacation be- 
cause they never got around to that sort of thing for a few thousand 
years.

seemed to be. Somehow, I think the Prof. would have graded accord- 
ingly. 

So did Dionysius make an error? Ifhe did, then maybe the millen- 
nium is really the year after 99; making it 1000. That means we already 
missed the big celebration of the New Millennium. 

So, I decided not to make such a big deal out of it. I just feel sorry 
for those poor folks that were born in 0. They had to wait an extra year 
for their Social Security. 
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What Is Electricity? 


Today’s scientific question is: What in the world is 
electricity... and where does it go after it leaves the 
toaster? 

Here is a simple experiment that will teach you an 
important lesson about a principle of electricity: Ona 
cool, dry day, scuff your feet along a carpet, reach your 
hand into a friend’s mouth, and touch one of his dental 
fillings. Did you notice how your friend twitched vio- 
lently and cried out in pain? This illustrates that electricity can be a 
very powerful force. Italso teaches us that we must never use it to 
hurt others . . . unless we need to learn an important scientific 
lesson. 

This experiment also provides an excellent example of how an 
electrical circuit works. When you scuffed your feet, you picked up 
batches of “electrons,” which are very small objects that carpet manu- 
facturers weave into carpets so they will attract dirt. These electrons 
travel through your bloodstream and collect in your finger, where 
they form a spark that leaps to your friend’s filling. From there, the 
electrons then travel down to his feet and back into the carpet, thus 
completing the electrical circuit. 

Here isa little-known Amazing Electronic Fact: If you scuffed 
your feet long enough without touching anything, you would build 
up so many electrons in your finger that it would ex- 
plode! This is absolutely nothing to be con- 
cerned about, however, unless you happen 
to walk on carpeting. 

Although we in contemporary society 
tend to take for granted our electric lights, 
radios, mixers, and many other modern consumer 
appliances, it should be noted that only a few hundred years ago 
people did not have any of these conveniences. This is just as well, 
because at that time there was no place to plug them in because the 
electric outlet had not yet been invented. 

It was at about that time that the first pioneer in electricity, 
Benjamin Franklin, performed his seminal electrical research. In 
one of his investigations, he flew a kite during a lightning storm and 
received a rather serious electrical shock. Franklin’s experiment was 
important in that it proved that lightning is powered by precisely 
the same force that powers carpets. Unfortunately, the resultant 
shock damaged Franklin’s brain so severely that he started speaking 
only in arcane and incomprehensible metaphors, maxims, and apho- 
risms, such as, “A penny saved is a penny earned.” Sadly, Franklin’s 
condition progressively deteriorated. Ultimately, his mental capa- 
bilities became so adversely affected he had to be given a job run- 
ning the Post Office. 

After Franklin came the many electrical pioneers whose names 
have become familiar words in our electrical terminology: Myron

Volt, Mary Louise Amp, Hilda Watt, Leo Transformer, 
Al Hertz, etal. These tireless pioneers conducted many 
important electrical experiments. For example, in 1780 
Luigi Galvani discovered (this is the truth) that when 
he attached two different kinds of metals to the leg of a 
frog, an electrical current developed and the frog’s leg 
kicked, even though it was no longer attached to the 
frog . .. which was dead anyway. Galvani’s discovery 
led to extensive advances in the important field ofamphibian medi- 
cine. Today, skilled veterinary surgeons can take a frog that has been 
seriously injured or killed, implant pieces of metal in its muscle, and 
watch it hop back into a pond as if it were a normal frog-except for 
the fact thar it sinks like a stone. 

The greatest electrical pioneer of them all, though, was Tho- 
mas Edison. Edison was a brilliant inventor despite the fact that he 
had little formal education and lived in New Jersey. His first major 
invention, in 1877, was the phonograph, which soon could be 
found in many thousands of American homes. Here it basically sat 
until 1923 when the phonograph record was invented. 

Edison's supreme achievement, 
though, came in 1879 when he invented 
the electric company. His design was a 
iy, «brilliant commercial adaptation of the 

é } simple electrical circuit: The electric com- 
pany sends electricity through a wire to a 
customer, but the company cleverly pro- 
vides another wire so they immediately get 

this electricity back. Then (this is the brilliant

customer again! 

What this means is that an electric company can sell a customer 
the same batch of electricity many thousands of times each day and 
never get caught. This primarily is because very few customers take 
the time to examine their electricity closely. It isa little-known fact 
that the last year any new electricity was generated in the United 
States was 1937! The electric companies brazenly have been resell- 
ing it ever since, which is why they have so much free time to apply 
for rate increases. 

Today, thanks to men like Edison and Franklin, and to frogs 
like Galvani’s, we receive almost unlimited benefits from electricity. 
As just one example, in the past few decades, scientists have refined 
and improved the sophisticated invention known as the laser. A 
laser is an electronic device so powerful that it can vaporize a bull- 
dozer 2000 meters away. Yet the laser also is so accurate and precise 
that doctors can use it to perform delicate operations on the human 
eyeball . . . provided they remember to change the power setting 
from “Vaporize Bulldozer” to “Delicate Eye Operation.”

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QCWA Files Petition 


Hope to restore lost privileges 


PRESS RELEASE October 30, 2000 

The Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. has filed a peti- 
tion with the Federal Communications Commission requesting 
rulemaking action to amend Section 97.505(a) of the Commission's 
Rules for the Amateur Radio Service. This amendment would facilitate 
the restoration of those privileges withdrawn from Advanced and Gen- 
eral Class operator licensees on November 22, 1968. The amended 
rule would do this by requiring administering volunteer examiners to 
give examination Element 4 credit to current Advanced and General 
Class licensees also holding an FCC-issued Advanced, General or Con- 
ditional Class operator license granted before November 22, 1968. By 
doing such, the person would become eligible for a Amateur Extra 
Class operator license, the privileges of which include those withdrawn 
on November 22, 1968. 

On November 22, 1968, amateur operators holding Advanced, 
General and Conditional Class licenses lost significant operating privi- 
leges asa result of rules adopted by the FCC in implementing a system 
of incentive licensing. Every Advanced, General and Conditional Class 
operator was affected adversely. Within the instant of buta single tick 
of the clock, their privileges on the most popular amateur service bands 
were reduced drastically. ‘To regain the privileges withdrawn, a licensee 
had to upgrade to Amateur Extra Class by traveling to an FCC office 
and passing difficult high-speed telegraphy and written examinations. 

It is the QCWA view that no useful purpose is being served by 
continuing to deny the privileges withdrawn to those amateur opera- 
tors who still suffer from that action, The single issue addressed in the 
petition is the need to restore to these operators the privileges they have 
not enjoyed for some 32 years. In sharp contrast with the compassion- 
ate “grandfathering” provisions recently adopted for the amateur ser- 
vice, the transition to incentive licensing imposed an injustice on all 
amateur operators holding an Advanced, General or Conditional Class 
operator license grant on November 22, 1968. It brought serious 
disruption to the amateur service and created ill will within the amateur 
service community. Although many, if not most, of the licensees af- 
fected have since upgraded to a higher operator class, there is a wide- 
spread belief within the amateur service community that the abrupt 
withdrawing of privileges was unjust to all Advanced, General and 
Conditional Class operator licensees of thar era. 

There remains today, at most, a few thousand amateur operators 
so affected who have not chosen to upgrade. Some do so as their 
statement in protest to having been affected so adversely. Clearly, these 
licensees lost significant privileges for which they had previously quali- 
fied by examination before FCC examiners. Moreover, for many years 
- in some instances for many decades - these licensees had been using 
those privileges at their amateur stations. Most certainly, they had 
proven conclusively their proficiency in operating an amateur station 
properly with those privileges. Then, in that instant of time, those very 
privileges were withdrawn. 

As the organization whose purpose is to promote cooperation and 
friendship among amateur operators of at least 25 years of service, the 
QCWA seeks a prompt ending of the injustice being suffered by those 
within its constituency. The QCWA is committed to promoting inter- 
est in the amateur service and the advancement of the electronic art, 
making use of the reservoir of knowledge and experience among the 
nearly 10,000 members of the QCWA for the benefit of all amateur 
operators and the furtherance of the public welfare through amateur 
service communications. 


Summary Report of Board Actions, 
October 12, 2000 Board of Director’s 
Meeting, Toronto, ON, Canada 


The newly elected Board of Directors held their first meeting at 
the Toronto Convention on October 12, 2000. All members were 
present except for Treasurer Doughty, who was absent due to an in- 
jured foot. After the roll was called, the agenda was reviewed, several 
items added and the agenda approved. The following items represent 
the major actions taken by the Board and were reported to the mem- 
bership in attendance at the QCWA Forum on Friday morning, Octo- 
ber 13. 

Asa result of the ballot problem that occurred during recent elec- 
tion of new board members this past year, a change in the procedure for 
review of ballots has been instituted. The President and Secretary will 
review the original copy prior to sending it to the printer. This is in 
addition to the reviews at Headquarters. 

Considerable time was spent on discussing future conventions. 
The last several conventions have not done well financially or in atten- 
dance. Vice-President Taylor presented several suggestions that will 
need to be considered in the future. The QCWA Constitution requires 
that an annual meeting of the officers and directors and also an annual 
meeting with the membership. With poor attendance at the conven- 
tions (membership annual meeting), an alternate approach may be to 
have the board meeting followed with a meeting with the membership 
and banquet. This would require considerable less effort to plan and a 
lower risk financially. Local chapters would be invited with the meeting 
moved to different locations each year to reach as many members as 
possible. Presently, the plan for 2001 is to have a “ham cruise” for all 
amateurs sponsored by the QCWA. A meeting forall members would 
be held prior to the cruise, in accordance with our Constitution. At 
present, there are no plans fora 2002 convention. 

A large portion of our expenses goes to the editing, publishing and 
mailing of the Journal. The Board in considering retaining an advertis- 
ing manager tasked to increase the paid advertising pages of the Journal. 
Several possible individuals will be contacted to see if they are inter- 
ested. Added funds to support the Journal will make general funds 
available for other QCWA activities, which directly support our organi- 
zation. 

Funds for a complete audit of our finances were approved, as a 
result ofa request from our new Treasurer. This will provide a baseline of 
our accounting procedure and be useful should the IRS ever decide to 
audit our tax-exempt status. 

Our Scholarship program will be offering sixteen, $1000 scholar- 
ships for 2001. These will be administrated by the “Foundation for 
Amateur Radio” at no cost to the QCWA. The Board continues to urge 
that local chapters contribute to the general scholarship fund in memory 
of chapter Silent Keys. 

In the past, a paper copy of the membership directory has been 
available. Starting now, the directory will be available in two formats. A 
CD-ROM will be available from the General Manager for $10, post 
paid. Files will be in the Adobe Acrobat format (pdf) and will be 
searchable and printable. The same information will also be available on 
the QCWA web page, in the same format. A reader is available at no cost 
for both PC and Macintosh computers. 

The QCWA Endowment Program continues to grow. Director 
Doty has prepared a brochure detailing information about the pro- 
gram. Printed copies will be available for distribution to chapters for 


their use,

Just a year ago, he 
underwent surgery and subsequently checked into Lin- 
coln Park Manor Nursing Home, where he enjoyed the 
little things in life. The last time most of us saw him 
was at the QCWA Christmas Luncheon. | saw him last 
in March, just before we left for a trip to Germany and 
Austria. His roommate had moved out and he inher- 
ited the place by the window. He told us about an an- 
tenna he could see and signs of spring and he loved to 
observe the birds. Carey, K8BDOT, did see him the day 
before he died and trying to help him with a drink of 
water, Carl insisted to hold the glass himself. 

This was typical for Carl, always available and help- 
ing others. He was a generous supporter of the Red 
Cross and his pride was a photograph taken in 1997, 
showing him with Elizabeth Dole, Red Cross President. 
Here in his own words how he came to appreciate the 
Red Cross: “In 1913, when | was eight years old and 
living on Hunter Avenue, | was in the Dayton flood. 
The waters kept rising and Dad kept moving the furni- 
ture higher and higher. Finally, the water was so high, 
we lost all our furniture and had to spend time in the 
garret without light or a place to sleep. Dad chopped a 
hole in the roof, so the family could escape or at least 
see what remained above water in the neighborhood. | 
can still see the rescuers coming in their boats and 
taste the beans we lived on in our attic. | will never 
forget what this help meant to my family.” 

Carl, born on December 20 in 1905, became a ham

Airline pilots are required by federal law to retire 
upon reaching age 60. A recent but obscure amendment 
to The Equal Opportunity Employment Act while not af- 
fecting that law now makes possible for a certain seg- 
ment of senior citizens, those who have attained age 65 
on or after July 30, 1999, and who verifiably have no prior 
pilot training, to become airline pilots. Pouncing on this 
plethora of golden opportunity for seniors, Chapter 41 
members Hall Bond, K5ZSB, and Jordan Jones, W5CF, 
who are retired airline pilots themselves, have co- 
authored a brisk-selling book written in non-technical 
language expressly for seniors titled: “Airline Piloting for 
senior Seniors -or How to Obtain an Air Transport Rating 
in 28 Days and Fly for the Airlines” (Franchet Publishing 
Co., New York, 2000). According to Bond and Jones, the 
nation’s burgeoning airlines are hard-pressed to find re- 
lief-pilots to accommodate their pilots who are on vaca- 
tion, attending PTA meetings, attending investment semi- 
nars, or just calling in sick -a situation forecasted by ana- 
lysts to continue for decades. A heretofore unrecognized 
solution to the problem is to draw upon the immense 
pool of seniors who have never flown and thus have no 
prejudice against airline management, on-time departures 
and arrivals, overhead bin fracases, etc. According to one 
major airline CEO, “After four weeks of cockpit training 
and highway and railroad track spotting (the simulators 
are reserved for our regular pilots) they just come in and 
do their thing; they're happy, we're happy, and they work 
cheap. And it gives our jaded passengers the first real 
flying excitement they've had in years. Just like in the 
old days. In fact, they're absolutely wild-eyed and speech- 
less upon arrival!” One of the first to try out the new 
program was chapter member Bob Olney, NSNT, who 
soloed in a McDonnell-Douglas MD-80 and who may well 
be in the left-seat on your next flight subbing for a vaca- 
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a new program created to alleviate airline pilot shortages.

The Vic Clark Chapter 91 continues to be very active! 
In the past quarter, here 's what we 've been up to: 

July Meeting-Featured Speaker: ARRL_ ’s Chris Imlay 

President Lew Bradley, W4SWP, welcomed 23 mem- 
bers and guests. 

Bill Miller K4MM, SK-Lew asked for a moment of 
silence for nationally known member Bill Miller K4MM, 
who became a Silent Key on 8 July. Very 73, Bill —thanks 
for being a good friend and for your many contributions 
to Ham radio. 

VP John Johnston, W3BE, introduced Chris Imlay, 
W3KD, ARRL 's General Counsel. Chris has held this 
position for about 20 years and has “been involved in ev- 
ery amateur-radio related court case since 1979. ” 

Chris opened with some heart-warming stories about 
Vic Clark, W4KFC, with whom he had the privilege of 
traveling when Vicwas ARRL president. “Vic was a gentle- 
man, good friend, and fun to travel with. ” 

Chris gave detailed comments on two current issues, 
the attempt to harmonize the 40-meter-band allocation 
worldwide, and the need to get a preemptive agreement 
on restrictive antenna covenants. 

Chris discussed the differences in frequency alloca- 
tions between (a) Region 2 (North and South America), 
and (b) Regions 1 (Europe) and 3 (Asia). The short-wave 
broadcasters also would like worldwide harmonization for 
their services above 7.2 MHz, so there is some desire for 
worldwide harmonization of these bands. However, third 
world countries depend on the fixed-service 6.9-to-7.0-MHz 
segment and don’t want to give it up. 

Chris talked about PRB-1 and the ARRL_'s attempts 
to strengthen it. PRB-1 preempts attempts by local juris- 
dictions to unreasonably restrict the installation of ama- 
teur radio antennas. Without it, the Virginia statute on 
amateur radio antenna heights, which Chris says is the 
best such statute in the nation, wouldn't have come to 
pass. The League has been unsuccessful in getting the 
FCC to address covenants, primarily because of FCC 's 
preoccupation with other matters, and not because the 
FCC disagrees with the ARRL. 's position. 

Auction-Auctioneer Ray Johnson, K5R4J, did very well 
and by the time the dust had settled, a total of $57.00 had 
been added to our coffers. 

August Special Event-Annual Picnic 

What a super time we had! The weather could not 
have been more delightful, the food could not have been 
more scrumptious, and the company could have been more 
congenial only if you had been there! As it turned out, 
the 23 of us did quite well, eating most of the food that 
you would have eaten had you been there. 

September Meeting-Featured Speaker: FCC. 's Riley 
Hollingsworth, K4ZDH 
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President Lew Bradley, W4SWP, welcomed 28 mem- 
bers and guests. 

The chapter voted to continue our annual donation 
of $100 for scholarships, half to F.A.R. and half to QOWA. 

VP John Johnston, W3BE, introduced our guest 
speaker, Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, who has served 
for 27 years with the FCC and is currently FCC _ ’s chief 
rules enforcement officer for amateur radio and some of 
the other services. 

Riley began by saying that enforcing the rules for on- 
the-air operations is a serious business these days. FCC 
Chairman Kennard has taken the position that, “if we 
have rules, we have to have the courage to enforce them. ” 

Riley talked about the new Enforcement Bureau that 
has been in existence for the last 10 months; its results 
are striking. For example, some 200 tapes that purported 
to contain on-the-air violations had accumulated and they 
all have been worked through. The rate at which new 
complaints have been coming in has dropped off mark- 
edly. Riley said that 148 warning letters have been mailed 
out, resulting in about 90% compliance. The remaining 
bad apples are being dealt with through the courts. He 
gave status reports on a few of the more notorious cases. 

Riley noted that due to the widespread availability of 
inexpensive, broadband scanners, news reporters and 
others in the general public regularly monitor the ham 
bands. The impressions they carry away and report to 
others can either help or damage the reputation of the 
service and the political support that it engenders. Mean- 
while, the battle to hold onto the spectrum enjoyed by 
the amateur radio service continues. 

Auction and other fundraisers-Treasurer Nelson 
Seese, W4BHD, reported an income of $283!

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his nostalgic yarn—set in the West Texas town of San 

Angelo—is a slice from my plucky teenage years, about the 

path a young boy might stray upon en route to getting his 
ham ticket. 

Asa thirteen-year-old introverted electrical experimenter, my 
hoard of “high-tech” playthings ran the gamut; voltaic cells to door- 
bells, crystal sets to Atwater Kents. I fancied my prized clutter 
equaled that of the young Edison in his day. I'd built one, two, and 
three-tube radios with 99s, ‘O1As and ’30s, ala Hugo Gernsback. 
But amidst this consuming electrical paradise was what came to be 
the most mystical and demonic toy I possessed—a Model-T-Ford 
Spark Coil. 

With Morse Code ability and the obsessive dream of being a 
radio ham one day, I was off to a buzzing start (like Marconi?). 

Illustrated in a radio book was an induction coil “Experimental 
Wireless Set.” The 1909 edition of Operator's Wireless Telegraph 
and Telephone Hand-book, still on my bookshelf, showed how to 
do it. With no tuned circuits, you hooked an antenna to one side of 
the spark gap, the other side to ground, just like in the picture, 
simple as that. My own version ended up with a Model-T coil and 
six-volt lantern battery both inside a Travis Club cigar box. 
Fahnestock clips soldered on the Ford Coil’s lead contact blobs 
made connections easy, and the taped-shut cigar box was stood on 
its edge. A pair of short, flat-ended, number-ten wires in binding 
posts comprised the spark gap on the topside. A J-38 telegraph key 
was mounted nearby. Setting the gap toa bit less than a quarter- 
inch gave the most ravishing spark ever; thick, blue, and hot...a 
bewitching fire, fit to blitz the ether! I soon learned that a series 
condenser with the antenna made it work even better, since it didn’t 
suck down the spark, as did a direct connection. But I'll never 
forget that weird, funny smell. My daddy called it “Ozone.” Hav- 
ing a ninety-foot antenna running high to the back of our big lot 
made getting on the air quick and easy. An SPDT porcelain-based 
knife switch, from Woolworth’s, worked nicely as the antenna 
changeover. An out-of-the-cabinet Atwater Kent 55 TRF chassis 
was the receiver, and wherever you tuned it, the buzzing roar of my 
“Experimental Wireless Set” was equally loud. My mother said it 
came in over the telephone line. Moreover, my grandmother com- 
plained of an annoying sound in her Beltone hearing aid. 

My “Experimental Wireless Set” dazzled Charles, a neighbor- 
hood pal and kindred electrical tinkerer. He soon got his own 
Model-T Coil from Sears Roebuck (yes, they still had them), and 
hastily rigged a similar setup in his garage workshop, a few blocks 
away. His station sported a Hallicrafters S-38. So as new horizons 
awaited us, and Charles “committed” to improving his code speed 
(he didn’t), we would somehow—in the dim future—get our ham 


licenses (he never got his).

And while we had a few code-practice spark-coil QSOs, always 
initiated by a ‘phone call, there dawned a new awareness: At our 
disposal was an uncanny power, one tantalizingly ripe for assorted 
mischief, a forte whose prospects far surpassed any juvenile aspira- 
tions to the radiotelegraphic art itself. That we were wreaking utter 
havoc on the AM broadcast band (plus 200 meters and down?) 
opened the door to more alluring pastimes. 

A car—with radio playing—would pass our house on Wash- 
ington Drive. As it rolled to a halt at the Abe Street stop sign, I'd hit 
the key, and faithful “Experimental Wireless Set” sounded its crisp, 
staccato bzzzz, bzzzz, bzzzz.” With the street only fifty feet away 
from my upstairs bedroom window, the spark’s harsh note was 
heard—much to my tittering—blasting from within the car, drown- 
ing out local station KGKL. There being no car A/Cs in those days, 
motorists drove with windows down. 

But there was more to come: For anyone whose electrical 
enlightenment was limited to the mundane shock of a static charge, 
or maybe 120 volts AC, bodily contact with spark-coil electrodes 
was, by comparison, a truly unequalled and unforgettable event in 
their lives. 

Take my word for it! 

Being imbued with my high-voltage wisdom, there naturally 
followed a compelling incentive to induce others to share this up- 
lifting experience. In fantasy, virtually nothing—doorknobs, beds, 
schoolteacher’s chairs, sewing machines, door screens, toilet seats, 
sofa cushions, mailboxes—escaped consideration of being wired 
up. In reality, though, only a few of these perverse fantasies were 
acted out, offering a jolting shock (step lively, there!) to an unsus- 
pecting, electrically naive victim. And believe me, it didn’t come 
free of charge. But although parental confiscation of this infamous, 
little wooden box and battery was an ever-looming possibility, it 
never amounted to more than a threat and a scolding. (But I’m only 
experimenting...like Edison.) 

Then there was my first “mobile rig,” a novel adaptation of the 
now tried-and-true “Experimental Wireless Set.” Installing the ci- 
gar-box rig in the front basket of my Western Flyer bicycle, com- 
plete with a wire-wrapped cane fishing-pole antenna lashed to the 
front fork, I boldly took to the streets of San Angelo. 

Wiring the spark coil’s ground side to the bike frame proved 
tricky at first. Touching the frame or letting it go, under key-down 
conditions, guaranteed a shock. So either keeping one hand in 
contact with the metal handlebar, or staying insulated 
from the bike altogether, was a fast-learned reflex. In 
retrospect, dragging a grounding chain would have prob- 
ably made a difference. To a casual observer, the tall ver- 
tical pole on the bike made it look like a boy going fish- 
ing. But BCLs...beware. 
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Keying the spark coil during a Sunday evening bike ride through 
the quiet Santa Rita neighborhood was the most bizarre amusement 
ever. San Angelo didn’t get a TV station until about 1954, so in 
those days families gathered about their living-room console sets 
tuned in to Stop The Music, or Inner Sanctum. Some houses had 
outside radio aerials strung high over backyards and garages. 

In nice weather it was usual to have windows open and blinds 
undrawn to catch the evening breeze. Many a vexed BCL lunged 
for the knobs on his parlor radio as the raucous buzz of my mobile 
“Experimental Wireless Set” bellowed forth. Although such living- 
room commotion was clearly seen and heard from out in the street, 
I recall nobody ever looking out the window! 

One evening I peddled up Abe Street to Avenue J, the QTH of 
W5Qx (the late Carl Brinegar), old-time ham and my radio men- 
tor, active on 40-CW and 10-meter phone exclusively. With the 
backyard hamshack door wide open, he and his son were listening 
to CW over his 1936-vintage SX-11 Super Skyrider. I could hear it 
in the alley. Although my original intention was to show them 
what I'd proudly rigged on my bicycle, I couldn’t resist banging out 
his call, W-5-Q-X, on the old J-38. Whata racket, full break-in! If 
I confounded a QSO, I don’t remember, but a rankled CW operator 
was out to the alley in no time flat, flashlight in hand, junior op at 
his heels. 

Still abiding to this very day was Carl’s ominous tone as he 
admonished me that night: “...and you'd better keep that thing off 
the air...do you want Mr. Apple to catch you? He just might do 
that! It’s a federal offense.” (Next stop, Leavenworth?) 

Known to all hams, Mr. Marion E. Apple was the FCC Radio 
Inspector in Dallas. He sent out those dreaded pink tickets. His 
own ham call was W5CG. That Dallas was 250 miles away mat- 
tered not, for there lurked in my callow mind a real fear of the FCC 


coming to town one day...and if they did, then what? And so it was 
that W5QNX’s fatherly counsel inspired me with a fresh and chal- 
lenging fantasy: Could I outwit the FCC? 

Perceived as both a feared authority figure and hero-policeman 
of the airwaves, Marion Apple, a couple of years later in Seprember 
1951, actually made a radio sleuthing trip to San Angelo, located a 
20-meter bootleg ham station and, assisted by a federal Marshall, 
dismantled it. The story made the local newspaper and included a 
photograph of Mr. Apple triumphantly hovering over the feloni- 
ous ham rig. Oddly enough, this incident was just two months 
after I got my novice ticket, WNSTGV. Andas it turned out, I soon 
befriended the bootlegger ham (but that’s a whole episode for a 
future article). 

Nine months later, in May 1952, on the sixth floor of the U.S. 
Terminal Annex Building in Dallas, it was none other than Mr. 
Apple himself who proctored my General Class code test and radio 
exam. And although we chatted about his celebrated San Angelo 
excursion, I dared not mention those memorable spark-coil she- 
nanigans of my adolescent, pre-license era. (But what if I had?) 
Epilogue: While I’ve divulged a treasured piece of my boyhood 
and coming of age, I must say that as a licensed ham operator, 
wanton QRM—to my sensibilities—is an abominable high crime 
of the airwaves. So | trust this account is received in the right spirit. 
And admittedly, on today’s telecommunications scene, we're frayed 
with young virus-wielding computer hackers whose malicious ac- 
tions are clearly criminal. The irreparable damage they’ ve inflicted 
is incalculable. And we read in QST of ham QRMers getting nabbed 
here and there. But can such banditry be justly compared to youthful 
radio pranks of a half-century ago? How clear—or how blurred— 
is the boundary separating these two worlds??

different from others in that it had in its small membership of 

perhaps a dozen licensed amateurs members from three call 
areas: W2, W3, and W8; all living within walking distance of each 
other. I consider myself as a charter member of the Tri States Radio 
Club as the whole thing started in late ’33 or early ’34 about the 
time I received my first license (W2GTW). I was 15, as was Ben 
Swartwout (W2FRU) and Fred Berger (W8MFU). We three at- 
tended Port Jervis High School in the state of New York and were 
deservingly dubbed the appellation “The Three Musketeers”. If we 
had an “Elmer” it was likely W3AC, Goyn Reinhart (now W2AF) 
who lived on a farm just a few miles south of the Jersey line and 
worked as a radio serviceman for Van Inwagen’s Electric Store in 
downtown “Port”. 


i know of other radio clubs by this same name but my club was 


The club met monthly at one of the member’s houses. These 
were interesting get-togethers as it gave the hosting member the 
opportunity to show off his shack and whatever building project 
might be on the workbench. In the case of one or two of the mem- 
bers it might be a time to ooh and ah ata “factory made” receiver or 
at W2CUR’s Silver Marshall transmitter! If we met at Roy Wyant’s 
Furniture Store just across the Delaware River Bridge in Matamoras, 
PA W8ACI would show off his 500 watt AM 160-meter rig all 
within six-foor-tall aluminum enclosures. His 160-meter end-fed 
zepp antenna was stretched between the roof of the store building 
and the first span of the Delaware River Bridge. However, most 
meetings were held “down on the farm” at Montague, NJ at the 
home of W3AC. The door was always open for a meeting when 
others were unable to host one. Other members of the club in- 
cluded W2BLU, W2FPH, W2CUR, W2CVL, and W2LOR. Later 
members of the club included Jim Early W2KXF and Dick Eidel 
W2MHW (now WORUP). In some ways I was Dick’s Elmer as I 
remember him as “that little kid from West End” always showing 
up and asking questions. By this time I was “going to sea” and 
showing up in town between shipping assignments. Dick and I still 
contact each other occasionally now that he is retired from Collins 
Radio and living in Iowa. 

Besides our regular meetings, we had a few annual events like 
the hobby show at the local YMCA. I set my station up in the 
director's office and sent “free radiograms” for the attendees. W3AC

had an interesting eye-catching display consisting of a 5-meter trans- 
mitter (self-excited oscillator) feeding a single turn loop all con- 
cealed under a card tabletop. It had neon bulbs and flashlight bulbs 
soldered to small loops of wire that glowed mysteriously on the 
tabletop causing wonder in the eyes of the attendees. “How can you 
short outa bulb and make it light?” 

Another big event was a summertime trek up High Point 
Mountain five miles from town (the highest spot in New Jersey). 
From here we explored the mysteries of VHF working five meters 
from portable battery operated gear and working such DX as 
Boonton, NJ or even New York City 90 miles away! W3AC was a 
VHF pioneer and friend of Ed Tilton of ARRL. Another member, 
Howard Teeple, W2GXMreceived his license shortly after I did and 
to my knowledge never worked any band below G0 MHz. Howard 
was a great guy and always had room in his car for those of us 
without transportation.

I still have my logbook showing our activity in the second 
annual ARRL Field Day. Using my call and a small portable station 
[had built in a suitcase, we operated 80 meter CW from atop Point 
Peter (a prominence 500 feet above the town). Power was from a 
storage battery and a vibrator supply -probably furnishing us with 
not more than 10 watts input but we worked nine stations in about 
as many states that night. The single wire antenna had a small pilot 
bulb in the center of the wire. In the middle of the night a police 
patrol car found its way up the mountain to inquire what the flash- 
ing light might be; as “people all over town” were reporting it to 
headquarters. We shorted out the bulb to satisfy the law. 

We were among the first clubs to hold transmitter hunts (all on 
5 meters). Everything was with the hot and cold method in those 
days -a Rushbox receiver in the car connected to a four-foot copper 
tubing vertical mounted on the cowling in front of the windshield. 
All equipment was home-brew. It just wasn’t available on the mar- 
ket nor did anyone have the purchase price had it been! Hams from 
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Hey - that’s me when I was W2GTW with my Field Day Rig. 


“down Jersey way” flocked to Port Jervis for our annual hunts as 
most of these centered about High Point Park, NJ just five miles 
from Port Jervis and a favorite camping and vacation spot. 

On one interesting event when I was “riding shotgun” with 
Howard Teeple, we had ventured into some mountainous farm area 
down a lonely road that ended in a pasture, At the end of the road 
sat an old dilapidated barn and a car parked alongside. The signal 
was strong. We thought we had found the transmitter! As we got 
out of our car three men emerged from the barn and approached us 
with a shotgun in hand. About this same time I noticed a whiff of 
smoke coming from a chimney behind the old barn and a peculiar 
smell in the air. We had uncovered a bootleg still!! Now, Howard 
had a speech problem. He spoke very well when not excited but 
when excited Howard couldn’t say his own name so that you could 
recognize it! When the leader of the “gang” asked Howard and me 
for our names I spurted mine out without hesitation but I think it 
took Howard a full five minutes to explain to the leader who he was 
and what we were up to. “Those radio boxes and copper rods must 
bea “still locator”! The Port Jervis license plate was a saving grace as 
well as the name Teeple. “Are you any relation to Herbert Teeple?” 
one of the group asked. Howard stuttered, “He’s my brother.” 
(Herbert did a little bootlegging in Port Jervis.) “You know what 
you found. If we are raided we know where you live” warned the 
man. We never found that dam transmitter that day! 

I get back home every two years to see my sister and her family 
and visit as many of the old gang as I can find. On my last visit I was 
able to have lunch with Goyn (W3AC/W2AF) and learned it was 
his 90th birthday (he has since become a Silent Key). His wife was 
in a rest home as was mine. W2LOR (Windy) was at home in 
Matamoras but on oxygen -we had a nice chat about “the old days”. 
He died two months later. I stopped in at Paul Hess’ Grocery Store 


and said “Hello”. Paul was an SWL that “never could learn code” 
but a faithful member of the club through the years and later a 
dedicated CB-er. They tell me that Jim Early W2KXF still is living 
and in upstate New York near Rochester. W2FRU died in a fall 
from a ladder decorating the college gym for his own graduation 
dance (1941). The other musketeer, Fred Berger (W/8MFU) be- 
came an electrical engineer and retired in Venice, Florida. He too is 
gone now. It’s getting lonely out here!

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LEMELSON-MIT PROGRAM BESTOWS LIFETIME 
ACHIEVEMENT AWARD TO “FOUNDING FATHER” OF 
WIRELESS COMMUNICATIONS 


Al Gross Invented Walkie-Talkie, Pager, Cordless Phone - 
Shortened WWII With Early Wireless Innovations 


New York, NY, April 27, 2000 
— The man who brought the world 
such indispensable wireless commu- 
nications concepts and devices as the 
walkie-talkie, pager and cordless tele- 
phone was today named winner of the 
sixth annual Lemelson-MIT Lifetime 
Achievement Award for invention and 
innovation by the Lemelson-MIT Pro- 
gram. Al Gross is being recognized for 
his contributions as a true pioneer of 
miniaturized portable communica- 
tions devices and for playing a major 
role in the wireless personal commu- 
nications revolution. 

Gross’ first invention was the 
walkie-talkie, a small hand-held radio 
with two-way communication fea- 

tures, which he developed in 1938 while still in high school in 

Cleveland. The device -widely used today by police, firefighters, car 

service dispatchers and countless others - caught the attention of 

the Communications Group of the U.S. Office of Strategic Services 

(OSS), the forerunner of the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency, which 

promptly recruited Gross, and led to another important invention 

- a two-way air-to-ground communications system used during 

World War II. 

The system, known as “Joan-Eleanor” and classified “top se- 
cret” until 1976, allowed OSS agents in occupied countries and 
Germany to communicate with high-flying aircraft. The ability to 
gather intelligence and safely communicate it from behind enemy 
lines helped expedite an end to the war and saved thousands of 
lives. The U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff have called Gross’ system one of 
the most successful wireless intelligence-gathering methods ever 
employed. 

“Growing up, I fell in love with radio technology, but I wanted 
to take it everywhere with me,” says Gross of his innovations. “The 
significance of my inventions today is the same as it was when I first 
developed them - mobility. The ability to communicate wherever 
you happen to be is extremely powerful and enables tremendous 
freedom. It’s what will continue to fuel the worldwide popularity 
and insatiable demand for wireless devices.” 

Gross also invented the first wireless pager in 1949. Ubiqui- 
tous in today’s society, the pager was initially intended for use by 
doctors. Ironically, Gross first introduced his pager at a medical 
convention, but it was rejected for fear the beeping device would 
upset patients and interrupt golf games. In the 1950s, Gross tried, 
again in vain, to interest US companies in his pager. The Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) finally approved the use of

the pager in 1960. Today, over 300 million pagers are in use, ac- 
cording to widely published wireless industry statistics. 

Gross enjoys speaking to students of all ages about technology 
and invention whenever the opportunity arises. “I try to get stu- 
dents to think about things from a perspective of uniqueness,” says 
Gross. “T tell them that if you have something that looks different 
from everything else, it may be an innovation. At the same time, | 
recommend that parents encourage kids in their scientific endeav- 
ors in whatever way possible. I was fortunate enough to have par- 
ents who allowed me to experiment. My parents knew nothing of 
wireless communications technology, but they still encouraged me 
to pursue my radio studies.” Gross’ lifelong interest in radio 
communications began when he was just nine-years-old. While 
traveling aboard a steamboat on Lake Erie, the ship’s radio operator 
allowed Gross to listen to the wireless. By the time he was 12, he 
had turned his parents’ basement into an amateur radio station. 

Gross continues to work as Senior Principal Electrical Engineer 
at Orbital Sciences Corp. (NYSE: ORB) in Chandler, Arizona, where 
he is involved with programs to explore Mars and other space envi- 
ronments and technologies. He has received numerous awards and 
honors during his distinguished career, including the 1999 Marconi 
Gold Medal of Achievement from the Wireless Operators Associa- 
tion and the Edwin Howard Armstrong Achievement Award from 
the Institute of Electrical and Electronics Engineers (IEEE). 

Lemelson-MIT Board Chairman Professor Lester Thurow 
noted, “Al Gross’ pioneering inventions, now pervasive, were ahead 
of their time. His early advocacy for the use of wireless personal 
communications, and boundless enthusiasm for sharing his knowl- 
edge with students of all ages are an inspiration to us all.” 

In receiving the Lemelson-MIT Lifetime Achievement Award, 
Gross joins such outstanding inventors as Stephanie Kwolek, the 
inventor of Kevlar(r) (used in a variety of products from bullet- 
proof vests to airplane bodies); Wilson Greatbatch, creator of the 
implantable cardiac pacemaker (the first successful major biomedi- 
cal device); and the late Gertrude Elion, innovator of drugs that 
combat cancer and facilitate organ transplantation between non- 
related donors. 

The Lemelson-MIT Lifetime Achievement Award is conferred 
annually by the Lemelson-MIT Program, which recognizes the 
nation’s most talented inventors and innovators and promotes liv- 
ing role models in the fields of science, engineering, medicine and 
entrepreneurship in the hope of encouraging future generations to 
follow their example. One of America’s most prolific inventors, 
Jerome H. Lemelson (1923-1997) and his wife, Dorothy, estab- 
lished the Lemelson-MIT Program at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology in 1994. Administered by MIT and based at the 
Sloan School of Management, the Program is under the guidance of 
internationally recognized economist Professor Lester C. Thurow.

“Tf it’s a wireless mobile device that you're listening to, then yes, | am 
the precursor.” That’s how Al Gross sees his early inventions in the now 
booming field of portable, personalized two-way communications. His 
pioneering work began as a boy’s hobby in the late 1920s, when Gross 
prevailed upon his father to buy him a crystal radio set and Al tuned in to 
the broadcasts of local amateur operators. “That was it, I became hooked 
on Hertzian radio waves and on developing ways to use my math and 
science learnings to make Ham Radio a moveable, hand-held experience,” 
the innovator notes. By age 12, Gross had converted his family’s Cleveland 
basement into an amateur radio headquarters, using equipment he’d sal- 
vaged and patched together from junkyards. 

In 1940, he enrolled in the Electrical Engineering program at nearby 
Case School of Applied Sciences (now a part of Case Western University), 
and focused his energies upon creating a portable short-range transceiver 
before he graduated. “I studied the giants in my chosen field: Nikola Tesla’s 
alternating current principles; Heinrich Hertz’s artificial wave frequencies; 
Reginald Fessenden’s use of Hertz’s meter stick to measure wave lengths; 
and Michael Pupin’s electromagnetic improvements.” In addition, Gross 
remembers a close encounter with a living role model during his senior year: 
“T was selected from among my classmates to attend a lecture at Princeton 
University given by Albert Einstein - that was a thrill to be knowingly in the 
presence of greatness.” 

By 1938, he had developed and tested a small portable high-fre- 
quency radio, which he dubbed a “walkie-talkie,” with interesting two-way 
communication features. “At the time, I did not see this unit as an invention 
per se, but I knew I was on to something because all my Ham friends liked 
it and said it was different.” World War II broke out just as a write-up 
about Gross’ innovation was appearing in a radio magazine. It did nor take 
long for his walkie-talkie to catch the U.S. Army’s attention: William 
“Wild Bill” Donovan, head of the Office of Strategic Services (OSS), 
precursor to the Central Intelligence Agency, recruited Gross and asked 
him to develop a two-way, air-to-ground system for covert use by advance 
troops behind enemy lines to communicate intelligence to similarly-equipped 
RAF Mosquito bomber pilots. By 1941, Gross had perfected this top- 
secret project, code-named “Joan-Eleanor,” so much that the U.S. Joint 
Chiefs of Staff put it among “our most successful wireless intelligence- 
gathering operations, saving millions of lives by shortening the war.” 

After the war the Federal Communications Commission (FCC) allo- 
cated the very first frequencies for the newly formed Citizens Radio Service 
Frequency Band. Gross left the employ of the OSS Communications Group 
and set up Gross Electronics Inc., to make 11-ounce walkie-talkie sets for 
private use. In 1948, equipment made by his re-named company - Citizens 
Radio Corporation - was also the first to win FCC approval for use in the 
new “Citizens’ Band.” 

The inventor-turned-entrepreneur comments: “My first 25,000-unit 
sale came in three orders from a mass merchandiser for farmers and whole- 
salers; and after selling 100,000 units myself to hunters, mountain climbers, 
car-owners and boaters (even the Coast Guard for buoy-tending), I li- 
censed the technology to various electronics companies.” 

Despite these early commercial successes, many of Al Gross’ visionary 
mobile wireless inventions were far ahead of his generation’s ability to make 
practical use of them. By 1949, Gross was developing and securing patents 
for a widening array of products, including a functional forerunner of the 
“Dick Tracy” wristwatch transmitter and a predecessor of today’s ubiqui- 
tous cellular beepers and paging devices. The wristwatch was equipped 
with an embedded wireless microphone; it caught the fancy of cartoonist 
Chester Gould, who was already impressed with the invention. “In Octo- 
ber 1948, Gould called and asked me if he could use the walkie-talkie idea 
on the wristwatch,” Gross explains. “I told him sure- yes. And he gave Dick 
Tracy that two-way wristwatch idea.” 


Gross’ pager invention proved to be an even harder sell, amazingly. 
The pager, a version of his two-way radios adapted for cordless remote 
telephonic signaling, was a pocket-sized wireless receiver equipped with 
discriminating micro-circuitry that responded selectively to specific signals. 
Gross intended his pager for use by doctors away from their offices, but 
when it was demonstrated at a medical convention in Philadelphia, none of 
the healthcare professionals were impressed. In fact, many felt the beepers 
would upset their patients or their nurses, and others fretted that it might 
disrupt their golf outings! Millions of consumers worldwide now use these 
devices; as Gross puts it: “Finally the media helped to popularize my inven- 
tion, but it took more than a decade and a half for it to be accepted.” 

All through the 1950s and ’60s, Gross continued to invent mobile 
personal communications devices, securing 12 patents for various cell and 
cordless phone devices, while working for his own company and for the 
U.S. government. The FCC, to which Gross had demonstrated his pager 
system in 1950, finally approved his transceivers in 1958; but American 
telephone companies were much slower to take up his inventions. “All of 
my patents pretty much expired before my inventions caught fire. I guess I 
was born 35 years too soon to be a millionaire today, but the thrill of 
inventing is not just about the money, it’s about having fun and making a 
difference for your fellow humans,” he explains. 

Eventually, Gross began working as a microwave and other electronic 
communications systems specialist in the research divisions of large compa- 
nies, including Sperry, GTE Communications Systems, Westinghouse Elec- 
tric and AG Communications. Since 1990, he has worked as a senior 
principal electrical engineer for Orbital Sciences Corporation in Chandler, 
AZ, where he specializes in electromagnetic compatibility and in interfer- 
ence research and electrostatic discharge analyses for aerospace, satellite 
and military electrical and electronic systems. 

“The space environment and technology is where we will see great 
breakthroughs early in this century, particularly in tracking and global 
positioning devices,” Gross notes. 

“The Lemelson-MIT Program is a great concept,” he adds. “It en- 
courages kids to find role models in the invention process; that’s what I love 
to do - to make them realize that math and science can be great fun, and 
help them to make a difference through applying their ideas.” He enjoys 
public speaking and relishes the opportunity to impart his historical per- 
spective to making invention more than a hobby, rather a career. 

Al Gross and his wife, Ethel, are residents of Sun City, AZ. Gross is a 
Life Fellow of the Radio Club of America (RCA) and of the Institute of 
Electrical and Electronics Engineers (IEEE), from which he has received 
much recognition, including RCA’s 1992 Fred B. Link Award and IEEE’s 
1999 Edwin Howard Armstrong Achievement Award and Medal. He is 
also a member of the World Personal Radio Congress, as well as an Hon- 
orary Permanent Member of the International Telecommunications Union. 
Gross was awarded the 1997 Marconi Memorial Gold Medal of Achieve- 
ment by the Veteran Wireless Operators Association. In 1981, he was 
given a Presidential Commendation in Telecommunications from Ronald 
Reagan. 

Administered by the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and based 
at the Sloan School of Management in Cambridge, MA, the Lemelson- 
MIT Program was established in 1994 by independent inventor Jerome H. 
Lemelson (1923-1997) and his wife, Dorothy. The program recognizes the 
nation’s most talented inventors and innovators and celebrates inspira- 
tional role models in the fields of science, engineering, medicine and entre- 
preneurship, in the hope of encouraging future generations to follow their 
example.
